Public meeting upcoming on council meeting changes

The Town of Didsbury will host a public meeting 
to discuss potential changes to the way 
council runs its meetings. 

The meeting date has yet to be sched¬ 
uled. But at council’s Sept. 30 meeting, 
council and administration discussed 
changes to the procedural bylaw that could 
see emergent issues discussed at the next 
council meeting alter they are first raised. 

Potentially changing the way council 
meetings are structured was discussed 
at a council workshop in June. Town 
administrators then brought the item 
back for discussion on Sept. 30. 

Administrators raised several items that 
they thought might be worthy of consideration 
by councillors, including responsibilities of council 
members during meetings, responsibilities of the

mayor, and how meetings would be conducted. 

Coun. Garth Hollinger said he thought establish¬ 
ing firm rules for some of the procedures - such as 
putting forward a notice of motion to discuss a par¬ 
ticular topic at the next meeting - were 
too stringent and could potentially limit 
discussion. 

“I find this very restrictive. I would like 
to know why this is being done,” he said. 

Coun. Gail Nowlan said she would 
like further information on how notices 
of motion work and why they are being 
contemplated. 

Roy Brown, the town’s chief admin¬ 
istrative officer, said that rather than 
discussing some items on the spot as 
they are raised at council meetings, the 
notice of motion would allow administra¬ 
tors time to research a particular topic and bring it 
back to council, allowing councillors to have more 
information to make a decision. 


If the matter was of urgent public importance, 
however, council could still have the option of dis¬ 
cussing it at a council meeting and then making a 
decision on the spot. But Brown said he would prefer 
if administrators could research a topic and then 
bring it back at the next council meeting. 

“It’s commonly felt that council makes good deci¬ 
sions when they have good background information. 
We have to be very cognizant of taxpayer dollars," he 
said in response to Nowlan. 

In an interview following the meeting, Mayor 
Rick Mousseau said while council wants to make 
meetings run as smoothly as possible, it’s felt that 
other tweaks could be made to the way meetings 
are conducted now to make council function more 
effectively. 

“We’re going to have a bylaw and policy review 
sometime (in October) that will be open to the public 
(regarding) changes that (should) happen,” he said. 
“There's some good ideas that administration came 
up with that will be discussed at length."

Editorial 

All parties 
have much 
as stake in 
byelections 


THAT PILOT 
CERTAINLY HAS 
v TALENT! . 


Although the next provincial election is still 
two years away, the four byelections now under¬ 
way in the province represent an important mid- 
term test for the new Prentice Tories. 

In the wake of the disas¬ 
trous downfall of first-term 
premier Alison Redford, the 
ruling PCs probably need 
to win at least three of the 
four elections to regain 
public confidence in their 
ability to govern with integ¬ 
rity and accountability. 

At the same time, the 
opposition parties, and the 
Wildrose in particular, also 
need to make a good show¬ 
ing in the byelections or 
risk losing the momentum 
they have built up during 
Redford’s decline and fall. 

For his part, newly minted Premier Jim Prentice 
has everything at stake in his Foothills byelection 
race. He must win this campaign or find himself 
in the very uncomfortable position of being with¬ 
out a seat when the legislature resumes sitting 
next month. 

For his part, Prentice is putting on a brave face 
and predicting a win. 

“We’ve begun to shape a new Progressive 
Conservative government with essentially new 
leadership, new voices and a new way of doing 
things,” Prentice said. 

Should he fail to win in Foothills, Prentice 
could find himself with a revolt on his hands that 
would make the infighting seen in the Tory party 
over the past months look like child’s play. 

While it seems highly unlikely that Prentice 
will lose the race in Foothills, the other three 
byelections may prove to be the real political 
battlegrounds. 

Because two of the three campaigns involve 
newly-appointed Prentice cabinet ministers - 
Health Minister Stephen Mandel in Edmonton- 
Whitemud and Education Minister Gordon Dirks 
in Calgary-Elbow - all opposition parties will 
obviously be very keen to make good showings 
there. 

If the official Opposition Wildrose can win 
against Mandel and/or Dirks, it would give the 
party a huge boost in the run-up to the next gen¬ 
eral election. 

"The glory years for the PCs are over,” said 
Wildrose Leader Danielle Smith “After years of mis¬ 
management, entitlement and failures of leadership, 
the PCs can no longer take any seat for granted.” 

If, on the other hand, the PCs can win all four 
races, it would be a disaster of the first order for 
Smith and her hopes to topple the PCs in 2016. 

For the NDP and the Liberals, a win in any of 
the four races would be a victory of the first order. 

While none of the four byelections are in West 
Central Alberta, residents here will be watching 
the campaigns and results closely, knowing that 
the outcomes are critical for all parties.

Code carrying on the family tradition

For Matt Code, being a firefighter runs in the 
family. 

His father Lome is also a member of the Didsbury 
Fire Department, and for Code, he has early memo¬ 
ries of his father responding to calls when the fam¬ 
ily lived in Oyen. 

“I remember when I was younger hearing his 
pager go off in the middle of the night and he’d 
have to go to a call and I used to think that was 
pretty cool,” he said. 

Years later, after having a friend on the fire 
department, Code thought about joining up. He 
said he found the training an excellent learning 
experience. Code, who is in his third year on the 


department, said he fortunately has not yet been at 
a fire scene in which people were inside a burning 
building. . 

He said his thought process when attending fires 
depends on what is happening in a specific case. 

“It really depends on the scene and what truck 
you’re in. When we get there the officer does an 
assessment of the scene, what needs to be done, 
what’s happening ... and then he’ll brief the guys 
on what we’re going to do,” he said. 

Code said when firefighters arrive on scene, it’s 
critically important that everyone on the scene 
communicates with each other about potential 
hazards they may encounter, especially if it’s 
deemed necessary to go inside a building. 

“That’s a huge part of it. You always have to 
make sure you’re safe," he said.

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Tips to prevent kitchen fires 


A housewife was pre¬ 
paring French fries in a 
pot of oil heated on an 
electric stovetop when 
the phone rang and 
she began a conversa¬ 
tion. She forgot about 
the pot of oil. Noticing 
the smell of burning oil 
and flames in the pot, 
she panicked and car¬ 
ried the pot to the sink 
and poured the flaming 
oil down the drain. An 
explosive fireball ignited 
the curtains and dam¬ 
aged t he cupboards next 
to the sink. She received 
second-degree bums to 
her right arm from splat¬ 
tered oil. 

This is a compelling 
example of the way 
many fires occur in 
kitchens across Alberta. 

Most cooking-related 
fires result from unat¬ 
tended cooking. “Not 
paying attention when 
cooking with oil or 
grease is an invitation 
to a kitchen fire,” says 
Brian Comforth, fire 
chief with the Lethbridge 
Fire Department. In this 
case, the cook was dis¬ 
tracted by a phone call 
and her attention was 
taken away from the 
pot of oil heating on the 
stove. Other types of dis¬ 
tractions involve falling

asleep, fatigue or being 
incapacitated by alcohol 
or drugs. 

“This example also 
reminds us to never let 
water come in contact 
with a cooking oil fire,” 
says Comforth. “In a 
panic, sometimes peo¬ 
ple throw water on the 
flames, trying to put the 
fire out or ev en throw the 
contents down a wet sink. 
Do not carry a flaming pan 
to the sink. You may slip 
or fall, or you may splash 


the oil and bum yourself 
and others near you.” 

Why do grease fires 
and water not mix? 
When the flaming oil 
comes in contact with 
water (remember that 
the boiling tempera¬ 
ture of water is 100° 
C) the water becomes 
superheated. An explo¬ 
sion of water droplets 
coated with the flam¬ 
ing oil can spread the 
fire and ignite nearby 
combustibles, in many 


cases, the curtains and 
cupboards. 

The best way to put 
out a cooking oil fire is 
to turn the heat off and 
smother the flames by 
sliding a tight-fitting lid 
over the pot or pan. You 
can also choose a tem¬ 
perature-controlled elec¬ 
tric skillet for frying or a 
deep fryer which is fac¬ 
tory-set to a maximum 
of 200° C to prevent 
overheating of cooking 
oil. If you are distracted 


while cooking, turn the 
heat off and move the 
pot or pan to a safer spot 
on the stove before you 
leave the kitchen.
